DOCKERY VETOES 
MORTGAGE BILL 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 6—Gov. 
Dockery this morning vetoed two bills. 
One was Senate bill by Stubbs, authoriz- 
ing farmers and town mutual telephone 
companies to carry on a mutual telephone 
business, and exempting them from the 


provisions of the general laws of the state 
governing telephone companies except for 
revenue purposes. The governor says the 
measure is unconstitutional to give a spo- 
cial privilege of this character. 

The other measure was a House bill by 
Stewart to amend the law relating to 
mortgages and deeds of trust. The gov-

“This bill proposes to change the pres- 
ent procedure required by existing law in 
case a note secured by mortgage is lost 
or destroyed and cannot be presented to 
the recorder for cancellation at the time 
the record ‘is ar The statute now 
requires an affidavit such cases from 
the cestul gue trust or his legal representa- 
tive and also from the maker of the note, 
both of whom must state under oath, in 
writing, t.the note in question has been 
paid and cannot be produced because lost 
or destroyed. 
“This bill only requires the affidavit to 
be made by the cestui que trust, his legal 
representative or assignee, unless the re- 
corder of his own motion shall also re- 
quire an affidavit from both the maker 
and the payee, or his assignee, of the facts 
mentioned and the recorder is only per- 
mitted to demand this additional affidavit 
when not satisfied of the genuineness of 
tho release.
